To the Clergy and Lay Delegates, composing the Synod of 
N ‘Maryland, convened at Martinsburg, Va. 
Breruren, 

The Father of lights, with whom is no variableness, neither 
shadow of turning, and from whom every good gift, and every 
perfect gift cometh,” are weunder the most binding obligations 
to praise and thank, for the privilege of meeting each other

The Idestroying Angel, who during the last year, removed 
many citizens and members withiu the jurisdiction of this Synod, 


front eternity, has indeed, of late reminded us of the 


factthigt “hia power Ys stin the same, by visiting Hagerstown, 
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Shepherdstown and Sharpsburg, and cutting off a number of 
useful members. But, generally, an unusual degree. of health 
prevailed within the bounds of our Synod. Few of the laity, 
comparatively speaking, were removed beyond the confines of 
this world, whilst all our ministers were enabled to labor in the 
vineyard of our Saviour, with little or no interruption. 

It affords me great pleasure to have it in my power to state, 
that the churches connected with this judicatory, being sup- 
plied with pastors, have generally improved, both in a temporal 
and spiritual point of view. Sunday Schools, and Prayer Meet- 
ings conducted in accordance with the spirit of the holy scrip- 
tures, and various other benevolent institutions, appear to meet 
with considerable encouragement. By close, evangelical preach- 
ing, and a rigid adherence to the word, many have been added to 
our Zion, who have determined not to know any thing, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified.’ But, I regret to add, that 
there are some of our churches languishing for want of Pastors; 
to the paucity of ministers of our beloved church, it must be as- 
cribed, that I could not aid in supplying them. And to the same 
cause, is owing the affliction, under which many districts are suf- 
fering, where no organized church exists, though the maierials 
for several are abundant. Whilst all our sister churches are zea- 
lously and laudably engaged in advancing their interests, ought 
not this, and every Synod of our ancient church, resolve to adopt 
some plan, for bringing into the bosom of the church, a greater 
number of ministers, who influenced by the Holy Ghost, and the 
spirit of the immortal Luther, are willing to spend their energies 
of mind and body, to advance our beloved Zion ? 

Winchester and the churches connected with it, are without 
the preached gospel, by a Lutheran servant of Jesus, and I re- 
commend, most earnestly, that the Synod make immediate 
er § &rrangement to preserve this station, or it will be lost to our min- 
istry. By the removal of Rev. J. N. Hoffman, to Chambers- 
burg, Taneytown and the appendant churches, have become va- 
cant. Rev. Mr. Rizer, has resigned his charge, to labor else- 
where, and thus Boonsborough, and several other churches, are 
left destitute. Rev. J. Reck. removed to Greencastle, Pa., but 
the field in which he had labored, was soon supplied, by the elec- 
tion of Rev. J. P. Cline, as his successor. All the brethren con- 
cerned in the removals alluded to, duly advised and consulted 
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with the President. But no dismissal has been granted to either, 
nor has any one been admitted into our Synod, since the last ses- 
sion. The brethren who removed out of the bounds of this 
Synod, do not wish to separate from us, and one brother, who 
now has charge of churches in Washington County, expressed 
to me a wish to continue a member of the Virginia Synod. My 
own opinion is, that. whenever a church connected with this 
Synod, calls a minister from another, he, as a matter of course, 
becomes a member of this Synod. Upon this principle, I declar- 
ed Rev. D. Hauer a member of our Synod, last year, he having 
taken charge of a church which acknowledged no other Synod, 


as its judicatory than that of Maryland and Virginia. But, when 


the Synod convened, my act was annulled. I recommend this 
subject to your serious consideration, not doubting, but that it 
will be disposed of, as to avert any future difficulties. 

Our Missionary and Education Society has been considerably 


_ aided, by the young ladies of several of our churches, during the 


last year. Some measures must be adopted, to rouse the atten- 
tion of our people generally, to sustain an institution, which 
under God, will furnish the church with useful and faithful 
servants of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 

At our last convention a Lutheran Tract Society was organ- 


ized, by the unanimous consent of the Synod, I deeply lament, | 


that it has not been fostered as our duty requires, and I recom- 
mend an investigation into the dilatory course hitherto pursued, 
with respect to a society, which the times pronounce as all im- 
portant, to aid in preserving genuine evangelical Lutheranism.— 
A resolution adopted last year, relative to our new Liturgy, I 
earnestly recommend to the reconsideraton of this Synod. 

The Lutheran Observer, as edited by Rev. J. G. Morris, has 
been changed to a weekly paper, and is edited by the Rev. B. 
Kurtz, who having obtained an honorable dismissal from the W. 
V. Synod, will now connect himself with this body. The first 
number was issued on the 24th of August. In it, the editor says, 
„While, therefore, he regards the sacred scriptures without note 
or comment, as the only infallible rule of faith and morals, he, at 
the same time holds the prominent doctrines of the reformation, 


as substantially set forth in the Augsburg Confession, and will 


consider himself bound, according to his best abilities to defend 
and promote them.“, Whilst it must be regretted, that the Sy nod 
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does not publish a journal under its own and sole control, yet, it 
the present editor adheres tothe above declaration, the ‘‘ Lutheran 
Observer, and Weekly Religious Visiter,“ merits the patronage 
of our people generally. The modern taste of publishing, in 
bombastic language, that a certain number of persons, were con- 


verted by A. or B., and admitted to full communion in the space 


of an hour or two, is disgusting to many of ourmembers. They 
need not fear, that the pages of the L. O. & W. R. V., will 
be soiled by such publications. At the same time, tlie pow- 
erful effects of the preached gospel, upon sinners, and the bless - 
ings attending catechetical instruction among our children and 
young people, will no doubt be frequently exhibited. _ 


beg leave to draw your attention, to a new work, issued by 
the Rev. L. Eichelberger, at Winchester, Va., under tho title 


„The Evangelical Lutheran Preacher and Pastoral Messenger.“ 
I congratulate you upon the fact, that a member of this Synod, 
was the first in the United States, who had the courage and zeal 
to attempt the publication of a series of Lutheran sermons. I 
trust he will be sustained by a large number of subscribers.— 
Many of our people live remote from our churches, and can but 
seldom enjoy the preached gospel. Great as their disadvantages 
are, and however deeply afflicted they must be, yet the ‘‘Preach- 
er“ will diminish their disadvantages, and greatly mitigate their 
affliction. 

Our Seminary at Gettysburg, continues to enjoy the blessing 
of our Lord, as will be seen after the session of our General 
Synod. This must afford to you great satisfaction, for it was 
through this Synod chiefly, that our Seminary was ushered into 
existence, and the General Synod sustained and defended against 
open and secret enemies. The only cause of uneasiness remain- 
ing, is a deficiency of pecuniary means, completely to establish 
and endow the Seminary. But that cause of uneasiness must soon 
be removed by our Lord and Master, who controls the hearts and 
minds of men. A member of the Lutheran church in Frederick, 
Mr. Henry Sholl, having for some years enjoyed true, genuine, 
evangelical religion, which he found and obtained in our church, 
bequeathed to the President and Directors of our Seminary, for 
its use, $500. Will not this noble example be imitated by 


others, who have it in their power to relieve the Seminary from 


embarrassment? Are there no other brethren or sisters in 
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faith, who are ready to arrange their temporal affairs in such a 
manner, as to aid the cause of Christ, even when they shall have 


fallen asleep in Jesus? I have the happiness of knowing that 


are several. 

Much has, of late, been said and written upon the subject of a 
union between the Lutheran and German Reformed churches, 
in the United States. It is a subject which, in my opinion, 
merits the attention of the people of both churches.. I would re- 
commend a friendly intercourse with the different ecclesiastical 


bodies of the Protestant church. This could be effected and sus- 


tained, by sending to, and receiving from each other, clerical 
delegates. Thus, without any particular church being obliged 
to change its discipline, usage and peculiarities, a union could 
be produced, which would as an invincible phalanx, arrest the 
operations of the Romanists, who are earnestly striving to gain 
the ascendency in our happy land. A regiment, is a body of 
soldiers under one particular officer, yet they are divided into 
cohorts or companies, by some non-essential color or fashion of 
uniform. Does this destroy their attachment for each other? 
Does it interfere with them, in contending with the common ene- 
my? Dothey not rejoice with each other, the victory having 
been won? Protestants are under the command and direction of 
Jesus Christ, and obliged to fight, side by side, not against ‘‘flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, against powers, against the 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wicked- 


ness in high places?“ Is it necessary that we should strip the 


church of its peculiarities, which are neither repugnant to the 
Bible nor reason, and which have stood the test for centuries, in 


order to unite with others, against our common enemy? De- 
pend upon it, a very close union must exist between all denom- 
inations who are devoted to Jesus Christ as God over all, and 


who make that essential to salvation, which Jesus declares as 
such. 


To promote true piety among our people, I recommend again, : 
that efforts be made to supply every member of our church, with 


a copy of the Catechumen’s and Communicant’s Companion. The 
translation of Arndt's Wahres Christenthum,” into the English 


language, is nearly completed, by Rev. J. N. Hoffman, and I 


hope it will be generally purchased, by our young people espe- 
cially. With these books, in addition to our catéchism, and the 
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precious and holy scriptures, our members who are blessed with 
a faithful; pious and prudent pastor, cannot fail receiving to them- 
selves, ‘‘a building of God, an house not made with hands, eter- 


sins. 


As great efforts are sine, in some quarters, to shake the faith 


of our people, and to introduce human inventions, in the room of 
the well tried usages and doctrines of our church, I recommend 
that whenever several brethren reside contiguous to each other, 
conference meetings be held occasionally. Thus will our people 
hear the same truths from different servants of the Lord, whilst 
the pure flame of love will be found between ministers and their 
people. Above all, let us, as ambassadors of Jesus, love each 
other, and if among others, jealousies and envyings exist, we 
should make great sacrifices, that they who are without be 
compelled to say of us, see how the Lutheran ministers love 
each other.” 
_ My time of service, as President of this Synod, now expires 
agreeably to our constitution, and as such, I cannot be re-elected 
at this term. In retiring, I cannot avoid acknowledging, that I 
am deeply sensible of the kindness, and indulgence manifested 
towards me, during the last three years, and that I, no doubt, 
frequently erred. But, permit me to declare, that in the dis- 
charge of my official duties, I uniformly had a single eye to our 
constitution and the welfare of our beloved church. If ever I 
gave pain to a brother, it was the natural result of doing what I 
conceived to be my duty, nor was I ever guilty of a dereliction 
of duty, in order to gain the friendship of any individual. 
Whomsoever you may select as my successor, it is my ardent 
prayer, that, with more experience and knowledge than fell to 
my lot, he may be enabled to discharge the important duties in- 
cumbent on the President of this Synod, more satisfactorily and 
and advantageously, than your brother in Christ,

He informs the Synod that the 
congregation have an interest in the Williamsport property, and 
requests the Synod to do something in re-uniting the Williams- 
port church with Bakersville.

The Commitzee appointed to have a private interview with 
Mr. Herter, reported and recommended him for examination ;

The Committee appointed to examine the late President's ad- 
dress, report that they have jperformed the duty assigned them, 
They congratulate the Synod on the present flourishing state of 
those churches within our bounds supplied with pastors, and ex- 
press their regret with the President, that owing to the paucity 
of ministers, the vacant churches could not be supplied. 

1. The President reports Winchester as vacant, and recom- 
mends that immediate arrangements be made to preserve that 
church. The Committee coincide with this recommendation, 
and would urge the propriety of having the Ministers in the vi- 
cinity preach there occasionally and urge the church in Win- 
chester to elect a Pastor as soon as possible. 

2. The President recommends the re-consideration of the vote 
of last Synod respecting the application of Mr. Hauer; Mr. Hauer 
not having made personal application or by letter at this Synod, 
and the Committee not having any grounds to act upon, refer this 
matter to the consideration of the Synod. 

3. In accordance with the recommendation of the Pres. the 
Com. urge upon the Synod the propriety of exerting themselves 

in the support of the Education & Mission. Society. 

4. As the Tract Soc. has not received the support of the Synod 
to the extent expected, the Com. recommend its dissolution 
and that a Com. be appointed to settle its affairs and dispose of 
the Tracts at the lowest price or bestow them away gratuitously. 

5. The Com. in accordance with the views of the Pres. recom- 
mend the Lutheran Observer and the Luth. Preacher to the 
patronage of this Synod. 

6. They respond to the hope expressed by the Pres. that others 

may imitate the example of the late Mr, Sholl of Frederick, in 

bequeathing money to the Seminary at Gettysburg. 

7. The Committee recommend that a Committee be appointed 
to treat with asimilar one from the German Reformed Church on 
the subject of union so soon as the Lutheran Church generally 
express its desire for an amalgamation of interests. 

8. They coincide with the President in recommending to this 
Synod that measures be adopted to supply all our vacant churches 
immediately.
